Inching Toward a Better Sixth Street 


Wider sidewalks, improved crosswalks, and a serious “road diet” are in the works for an unloved thoroughfare.

Two years ago this month, early 
on an August morning, an elderly man 
stepped off the curb to cross Sixth Street 
— just as aman driving a Porsche flew 
around the corner from Market Street. 

“He just fell underneath the car,” 
witness Sarah Graf told the Examiner 
at the scene. “The guy was like right 
under his car. His head was almost 
near the tire.” 

The victim suffered critical injuries 
in the collision, and he was taken to 
the hospital. The incident was logged 
with the San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment as more evidence that Sixth 
Street is a “high-injury corridor” — 
one of the 12 percent of city streets 
where 70 percent of severe and fatal 
traffic collisions occur. 

From 2005 to 2010, 355 collisions 
were recorded on Sixth between 
Market and Brannan streets — 84 
of which involved pedestrians. Five 
people were killed. Since that data was 
collected, 12 stories of WeWork co- 
working offices opened on Sixth and 
Market, 65 apartments were created 
at the nearby Wilson, and construc- 
tion continues on 67 new units of 
housing at Sixth and Howard streets. 

Sixth Street only grows more 
congested as the building boom con- 
tinues, but the street itself hasn’t un- 
dergone a renovation in decades. Four 
lanes of auto traffic navigate the faded 
paint lines, frequently approaching 
gridlock during rush-hour. East-west 
alleys are hidden behind parked 
cars. And the narrow sidewalks are 
frequently impassable, as residents 
from the many single-room occupancy 
hotels that sit along Sixth convene to 
socialize. Between Market and Folsom 
there are at least a dozen SROs, rang- 
ing in size from the 204-unit Seneca 
Hotel on the corner of Stevenson 
Alley, to the smaller 18-unit Knox on 
Sixth and Tehama streets. With few to 
no common areas in their buildings, 
residents often pull chairs and barbe- 
cues onto the sidewalks. 

As for bicycle infrastructure, there 
simply isn’t any. 

From a safety standpoint, the situ- 
ation is dire. But the SFMTA has been 
developing a plan — albeit slowly. 

In 2013, it softly launched the Sixth 
Street Pedestrian Safety Project, invit- 
ing the community to provide input 
on what changes need to be made. 
Four years later, no ground has been 
broken, but the plans are finally pick- 
ing up speed. 
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Central to the plan is a “road diet,” 
which would cut the four vehicular 
lanes from Market to Folsom down 
to two — a plan that would limit 
how many cars could travel down 
the street, but doesn’t necessarily 
take commuters heading to or from 
the freeway into consideration. Side- 
walks on this stretch will be widened 
to better accommodate foot traffic, 
and corner bulb-outs constructed to 
shorten intersections for pedestrians. 
New traffic signals would be installed 
to “encourage slow, calm, and pre- 
dictable movement,” as the SFMTA’s 
proposal puts it. Down the street, the 
three blocks that run between Folsom 
and Brannan will see tow away lanes 
replaced with full-time parking. 

Design improvements such as 





landscaping, better lighting, and seat- 
ing are also being considered. For the 
pedestrian-advocacy group Walk San 
Francisco, the plan is off to a good 
start. 

“From what we see of the proposed 
Sixth Street design so far, we are very 
happy with the city’s design,” says Ex- 
ecutive Director Cathy DeLuca. “They 
are widening the sidewalk on both 
sides of the street, putting bulbs on 
most corners in the core area (which 
is rare!), reducing vehicle traffic lanes 
in half, and making sure crossing at 
alleys across Sixth Street are safe. 
These are all the types of treatments 
that have been proven to reduce 
crashes, so we're thrilled to see a com- 
prehensive corridor design like this 
that will truly save lives.”

While the project’s goal is to better 
serve pedestrians in the area, the 
redesign also keeps cyclists in mind. 
Early renderings of the street include 
two proposals for painted bike lanes 
running in each direction — one with 
a painted buffer separating it from 
moving traffic, and one without. 

Chris Cassidy, spokesperson for 
the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition, 
is cautiously optimistic about the 
renderings. 

“It’s fairly unusual to see bike im- 
provements added to a safety project 
for people walking on a street that’s 
not on the SFMTA’s official bike net- 
work,” he says. “So while these bike 
lanes won’t match the comfort of the 
physically protected lanes on Seventh 
and Eighth streets, this is definitely 
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a welcome improvement for people 
biking.” 

With pedestrian and cyclist-advo- 
cacy groups on board, the proposed 
plans appear to be headed in the right 
direction. But change will not be com- 
ing anytime soon: While the SFMTA 
hopes to have its directors approve 
the plan before the end of the year, 
construction wouldn't begin until 
2019. With significant data to back up 
how dangerous Sixth Street is, it’s a 
shame that it will take more than six 
years from start to finish to get safety 
improvements off the ground.

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A 30-Year Legacy Ends 


One of San Francisco's most critical HIV programs for low-income patients will shut down on Aug. 31.

It’s easy to think we’ve beat the HIV/ 
AIDS crisis. After a period in the 1980s and ’90s 
when San Francisco was ground zero for the epi- 
demic, HIV can now be easily managed with antivi- 
ral medications. We even have Pre-exposure 
prophylaxis (PrEP) drugs that can keep HIV-nega- 
tive people from contracting the infection, and 
only a few hundred San Franciscans are now diag- 
nosed with HIV each year. 

But those infections disproportionately hit 
the African-American community. The Centers 
for Disease Control estimates that a full 45 per- 
cent of all new HIV diagnoses are African-Amer- 
ican patients — and now, a critical agency serv- 
ing the African-American community and other 
underserved populations is about to close all its 
HIV programs. 

Westside Community Services has provided 
home care, medical care, and counseling services 
to people living with HIV/AIDS since 1988. 

It’s part of a much larger program that delivers 
mental health and substance abuse treatment, 
along with services for infants and children, with 
a focus on the African-American community. The 
organization runs out of a historic, sprawling 
Victorian on Oak Street that’s known by local 
architecture enthusiasts as the Mish House. 

But Westside won't be providing HIV/AIDS 
services anymore. While it isn’t going anywhere, 
it will discontinue all its HIV programs at the 
end of the month. 

“The decision to close these programs did 
not come easily for the Westside Board of Direc- 
tors,” CEO Dr. Mary Ann Jones said in a memo 
obtained by SF Weekly, which stated that the 
center “has struggled to fund these programs 
for the past decade, and has had a structured 
deficit each year because the funding we receive 
does not support the operating costs of the pro- 
grams.” 

Westside provides an AIDS home-care pro- 
gram that serves hundreds of HIV-positive 
patients in the late stages of the disease or other 
medical complications who have difficulty leav- 
ing their homes. Its staff also runs an AIDS Case 
Management program that offers medical and 
social care. Their loss will be felt acutely. 

“Our clients are the physically and emotion- 
ally frail: the blind, the daily dialysis patient, the 
socially isolated and the cognitively impaired,” 
Westside’s staff stated in a letter to the board, 
pleading to keep these programs in place. “Some 
[patients] wait on transplant lists, all have mul- 
tiple appointments for care and endless treat- 
ments.” 

These HIV-positive patients with severe men- 
tal health and memory impairments often have 
trouble remembering and attending medical 
appointments. Until now, Westside’s home-care 
programs have ensured that they get the medical 
attention and therapies they need, while also 
helping them pay their bills and perform routine 
home-maintenance tasks. 
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But perhaps most importantly, home care 
provides a human lifeline, combating loneliness 
and isolation for some of the most disadvan- 
taged San Franciscans living with HIV. 

“Many [clients] have lost partners, friends, 
and family during the early years of the pan- 
demic,” the staff points out. “For them, what will 
become of the links we all have patiently forged 
for crucial services? More importantly, what will 
become of our clients? There is no doubt that a 
number of them may be put at risk for home- 
lessness.” 

The closure of Westside’s HIV programs could 
leave more sick and elderly people living on the 
streets, at a time when San Francisco already has 


more than 7,000 homeless residents and a per- 
sistent accumulation of tent cities. 





While these programs may sound costly, the 
organization actually saves San Francisco a great 
deal of money. By serving late-stage HIV-posi- 
tive patients in their homes, it keeps them out of 
hospitals or other city-funded care programs like 
homeless shelters. 

Westside Community Services has been 
around for nearly 50 years. It’s survived a few 
crises, and will continue to provide the mental 
health and family services it provides now. But 
for hundreds of San Franciscans living with HIV, 
the closure of Westside’s AIDS programs rep- 
resents a scary and uncertain future.

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ICE Cold Murder 


An Oakland family sues U.S. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement for losing track of the 
gun used to kill their son. 


A mural in West Oakland’s Hoover-Fos- 
ter neighborhood that depicts local heroes 
brings color to the concrete beneath Interstate 
580. But that anti-violence mural has a tragic 
footnote: Artist Antonio Ramos, 27, was shot 
and killed while working on the painting in Sep- 
tember 2015. 

This was no ordinary homicide. The Glock 
handgun used to kill Antonio Ramos had been 
stolen from the car of an U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) agent, who left 
the loaded weapon unprotected in San Fran- 
cisco’s SoMa neighborhood, where break-ins 
are common. 

In response, the Ramos family has filed a 
lawsuit against ICE for negligence and for the 
wrongful death of their son, arguing the ICE 
agent’s carelessness is responsible for Ramos’ 
death. 

“From what we know, the gun was left in 
a bag in plain sight in a car,” family attorney 
Alison Cordova said in a statement. “It wasn’t 
in a lock box or secured or even put in the 
trunk of the car. These are all steps that could 
have been taken to keep a lethal firearm out of 
the hands of a known gang member and prior 
convicted felon.” 

ICE has not commented on the pending 
litigation, but a senior attorney at Cordova’s 
firm, Cotchett, Pitre & McCarthy, doesn’t 
mince words. 

“This is a rampant, agency-wide problem 
for ICE that has been well-documented for 
nearly a decade,” the firm’s partner Frank Pitre 
said. “Despite ICE’s knowledge and awareness 
of the problem and despite recommendations 
by other government agencies for corrective 
action, ICE agents continue to have their un- 
secured firearms stolen at alarming rates.” 

That’s not just an attorney’s hyperbolic 
claim. According to a 2010 federal report, 
agents of the Department of Homeland Secu- 
rity — which includes ICE — lost 289 firearms 
over a three-year period. 

That averages to a federal agent losing or 
misplacing their gun once every four days. The 
problem is widespread, as the report estimates 
that ICE and Customs and Border Protection 
were responsible for a shocking 85 percent of 
those lost firearms. 

While that report is from several years ago, 
we know the problem persists. In a highly pub- 
licized shooting, Jose Ines Garcia-Zarate killed 
32-year-old Kate Steinle just two months 
before Ramos was murdered. That crime also 
involved a handgun that a federal agent mis- 
placed. 

Ramos’ killer, Marquise Holloway, was 
a convicted felon who could not buy a gun 
legally — nor could Garcia-Zarate. But both 
obtained them illegally, and as the cases reach 
the courts, Immigration and Customs Enforce- 
ment will be on thin ice. JK

The Scientific 
Method 


Bhang blazes anewtrailin 
cannabis-testing standards. 


It’s certainly convenient to 
compare the nascent California cannabis 
industry to the days of the Wild West, 
but pioneers never had to measure trim 
with triple-quadrupole mass spectrome- 
ters. 

However, Oakland’s Bhang Vape 
California — one of the most widely 
distributed brands in the world — is 
quite familiar with spectrometers, and 
with plenty of other equipment. It cur- 
rently put its vape cartridges through 
arguably the most rigorous testing pro- 
cedure of any company in the state. Ex- 
ecutive Director Marco Rullo says that 
even before a February report from 
NBC4 in Los Angeles caused Bhang to 
go back to the drawing board, it was 
already going well above and beyond 
current state requirements. 

“One of Bhang’s key tenets is tri- 
ple-testing,” says Rullo. “It’s on all of 
our packaging: ‘triple-tested for poten- 
cy, pesticides, and microbials.’ This was 
something we had already been doing 
fastidiously for a number of years. We 
thought we were doing everything we 


possibly could, in the best way that we 
possibly could.” 

Given these feelings, it came as 
quite a shock to Rullo and his team 
when NBC4 released findings earlier 
this year that showed 41 of 44 products 
purchased from Los Angeles dispensa- 
ries — including Bhang — tested posi- 
tive for pesticides “above the allowable 
limits in Oregon, Washington, Massa- 
chusetts, and Nevada.” Given that Cali- 
fornia is still in the process of finalizing 
its 2018 regulations, there are current- 
ly no rules concerning pesticides for the 
state — but they’re coming. 

Eager to prove their commitment 
to safe and sound medicine, Rullo took 
his team down to SC Labs — a highly 
respected cannabis-testing facility in 
Santa Cruz — to meet with executives 
and come up with a plan. 

“Tasked them how we could make 
our testing and everything as fool- 
proof as we possibly could,” he says. 

What they came up with was a new 
20-page section for the company’s stan- 
dard operating procedures. Among the 
specifics are testing protocols that re- 
quire stratified sampling, wherein oil is 
sampled at a variety of strategic points, 
instead of just taking a single sample to 
fulfill the mandated quantity required. 
Another area covered was how to prop- 
erly sample trim. 

“You can’t just reach your hand in 


and pull out a pound of trim and send 
it to go get tested,” Rullo explains. 
“You have to break them down into 
25-pound batches. We have to pull 
from separate places so that it’s all 
stratified and yields representative 


batch samples.” 


Overall, Bhang’s testing procedures 


are exhaustive, with testing 
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performed at every stage. When the 
staff take in trim, they make sure it 
meets pesticide requirements, and then 
perform a micro-extraction test to see 
if it is viable to proceed with an actual 
extraction of the oil. They test the oil 

at the start, and then again when it’s 

at post-process. At the manufacturing 
stage, before Bhang releases the actual 
product, they perform a “hold and re- 
lease,” where a representative sample of 
the finished material is taken and sent 
out to get tested again. Once it passes 
that final round, the product is sent 

out to the company’s distribution and 
dispensary partners. 

Coming from a background in be- 
havioral economics, Rullo says his past 
work with more traditional industries 
has helped him in his efforts to ensure 
Bhang’s operations are carried out with 
legitimacy and transparency. 

“T’ve been in many mainstream 
markets and seen the way those mar- 
kets have evolved, so I’ve taken some 
of those paradigms and applied them 
here,” he says. “That said, with the way 
that the landscape shifts, it’s like new 
challenges are constantly coming up, 
and so you have to be able to also be 
very agile and pivot much more than 
you would in a market that’s complete- 
ly established.” 

Despite the cost and effort Bhang 
has already put into its revamped 
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testing protocols, Rullo still says every- 
thing is in limbo until California puts 
firm regulations in place. 

“Tam not a huge proponent of more 
governmental oversight in my personal 
life,” he says. “And I would imagine a lot 
of people who work in this industry are 
not a huge proponent of that as well, 
but I can say ’m probably of a like- 
mind with most people in this industry 
who at this point in time are crying out 
for more governmental oversight. To 
try and get a bunch of cannabis com- 
panies and labs to do the exact same 
thing, the exact same way, without 
a regulatory body in place is just not 
possible.” 

While Rullo concedes that Bhang’s 
rigorous testing makes for a higher 
price point for consumers, he’s confi- 
dent that the quality and assurances 
that come with the cost will hopefully 
encourage customers to spend a little 
extra. 

“We're doing this because we’re 
committed to doing it,” he says. “If 
we re committed to doing something, 
you don’t only do it when someone 
is watching you. You don’t only do it 
when it’s the law.”

Car Wash 
Collision?

This week's question comes from Karen in 
the East Bay, who writes: 


Q: “Chris, |need your advice. | took my car 
to aneighborhood car wash. While | was 
going through the wash, the car behind me 
accelerated and rear-ended my car. At the 
time, | was reaching for papers in the glove 
compartment. The force from the collision, 
while not great, was enough to shove my 
head into the dashboard. | ended up witha 
nasty gash above my eye that required 
stitches and may leave a permanent scar. | 
also suffered a neck injury, which hopefully 
will heal through physical therapy. | don't 
know how the driver of the car behind me 
hit me. It might not matter. He doesn't have 
car insurance. The car wash owner claims 
he has no responsibility because there was 
nothing wrong with the car wash's machin- 
ery. My friends joke that | got into a colli- 
sion inside a car wash. | am not laughing. 
Incredibly, | am already looking at more than 
$10,000 in hospital and medical bills. What 
should | do?” 


A: Karen, | am sorry to learn of your inju- 
ries and how others have reacted. Often, an 
accident that can appear to some as only 
having caused a minor injury can actually 
have resulted in a significant injury. 

At the outset, is there a police report? If 
not, go to the station nearest the car wash 
and have them fill one out. Insurance com- 
pany that handle auto-related claims will 
want to see a police report. 

You should reach out to the car wash's li- 
ability insurance company. The manager 
should be able to give you that contact in- 
formation. Since the incident occurred on 
their property, they most likely have medical 
payments coverage, which helps defray 
medical bills, regardless of who Is at fault, 
for injuries suffered on the premises. There 
is no deductible for this coverage. Call now 
to get this benefit so your credit doesn't get 
hurt for unpaid medical bills. 

Hopefully you had auto insurance on 
your vehicle. Auto insurance falls into five 


basic categories: liability coverage, compre- 


hensive coverage, collision coverage, unin- 
sured/underinsured motorist coverage and 
medical payments coverage. 

Liability insurance covers a driver who 
causes an accident. Comprehensive insur- 
ance covers damage or loss due to a 
non-accident, such as theft, falling trees 
and cracked windshields. Neither liability 
nor comprehensive coverage applies in your 
situation. However, the other three types of 
auto insurance, to the extent that your pur- 
chased them, are relevant. 


Collision insurance repairs or replaces 
your car If it is damaged in an accident re- 
gardless of who is at fault. Your collision 
policy should cover the damage to your car, 
minus your deductible. If you get hit by an 
at-fault driver who has no insurance or in- 
adequate Insurance, uninsured/underin- 
sured motorist coverage may pick up the 
difference to the level of your coverage. Un- 
insured/underinsured coverage will com- 
pensate you for past and future medical 
expenses, lost wages and your physical and 
emotional pain and suffering. 

If your auto policy includes medical pay- 
ments insurance, your auto carrier may help 
pay off some of your outstanding bills. 
Make sure that you confirm the limits and 
procedures for receiving reimbursement 
from your carrier. 

Karen, | also suggest you consult with an 
experienced trial attorney to review your 
case. The damages you suffered may ex- 
ceed the various vehicle policies particu- 
larly if you need plastic surgery to remove 
the scar above your eye or your neck re- 
quires injections or surgery. The culpability, 
if any, of the business needs to be evalu- 
ated. 

Under California Civil Code Section 1714, 
“Everyone Is responsible, not only for the re- 
sult of his or her willful acts, but also for any 
injury occasioned to another by his or her 
want of ordinary care or skill in the manage- 
ment of his or her property or person...” 

All businesses owe a duty to protect 
their customers from unreasonable risk of 
harm or injury. It's imperative that car

washes inform customers — 
through either clear, visible 
Signage or an attendant — 
when to enter, stop and place 
their vehicle into either neutral 
or park. Believe it or not, we 
have handled several serious 
car wash injury cases Involving 
Injury to the attendant as well 
as those involving harm to the 
drivers. In the wrong combina- 
tion, cars, water, soap and ma- 
chinery can be deadly. 

A skilled trial lawyer should 
put the car wash on notice that 
an Investigation is underway 
and request that all video and 
photos taken on the date of 
your injury be preserved. They should also 
inspect the car wash and develop a clear 
understanding of how the collision oc- 
curred. 

This doesn't require a law degree, just 
the cost of a car wash. An iPhone or GoPro 


can record the signage and sequencing. Of- 


ten, car washes video record their opera- 
tions. Your attorney should evaluate 
whether clear warning signs were dis- 
played at drivers’ eye level at the entrance 
to the car wash. Were the instructions only 
in English? As we live in a multi-lingual so- 
ciety, the issue of language should be eval- 
uated along with whether there was an 
attendant stationed near the entrance of 
the car wash to confirm the driver saw and 
understood the instructions and put the car 
in neutral.

We have seen situations where, ina 
fully automated system, the light said enter 
before the car in front had cleared the 
wash. We have also seen situations where 
the car wash attendant, being distracted, 
kept waiving a car to keep proceeding for- 
ward as the car hit the one in front of it. 
Likewise, we have seen situations where 
people feel the bump of the roller and, hav- 
ing left the car in drive, hit the gas (thinking 
they were breaking) slamming into the car 
in front of them. 

Karen, | hope that you heal quickly. In the 
meantime, follow the instructions above to 
best protect and preserve your rights.

“Haight Street was not a good 
place to be,” Mitch Maycox, a San Fran- 
cisco college student in 1967, says about 
the Summer of Love. “The police were 
stretched so thin, because of the influx: 
the crime, the drugs, all of that stuff. A 
lot of things slipped through the cracks 
because so much was going on.” 

For many, the Summer of Love 
inspires visions of hippies laughing 
as they strolled arm-in-arm through 
Haight-Ashbury, flowers in their hair, 
joints in hand, Jefferson Airplane play- 
ing in the background. Such activities 
certainly took place, but 1967 saw 
more than just love and peace. Police 
clashed with the community, city offi- 
cials condemned the hippie movement, 
STDs were rampant, and drug overdos- 
es and murders were not uncommon. 

At the time, the newspaper, TV and 
radio reporters happily covered politi- 
cians’ outrage and the social carnage, 
but present-day media has largely cho- 
sen to focus on the shiny, happier sides 
of the hippie gathering. To dive into 
the complexities of the rampant ad- 
diction, sexual diseases, murders, and 
authorities’ crackdowns on the hippie 
movement would mar S.F’s role in the 
colorful historic summer. It’s much 
easier and less controversial to publish 
stories celebrating the Beat poets, mu- 
sicians, and anti-Vietnam war activists 
of the era than it is to track the violent 
police responses to demonstrators, the 
overdosing runaway teenagers, anda 
police force that couldn't control the 
chaos. 

The Summer of Love has been 
tidied up and neatly wrapped in a tie- 
dye package. But ask anyone who was 
there, and they'll more than likely have 
a story of the era's dark underbelly. 

Maycox was one of them. In 1967, 
he spent much of his time in the 
Haight Ashbury neighborhood, where 
students from S.F. State or the Univer- 
sity of San Francisco rented out whole 
blocks of houses with their friends. 

“People bought up properties be- 
cause it was a blighted neighborhood,” 
he says. “Rents were cheap. It was all 
artists, musicians, social activists. 
Most of the people were activists.” 

But that changed with the influx of 
hippies. On Jan. 14, 1967, 30,000 peo- 
ple took over Golden Gate Park’s Polo 
Fields for the Human Be-In, fueling a 
nationwide impression that the hippie 
movement’s home was San Francisco. 

The Department of Public Health 
took a stance on the situation just two 
months later, when authorities esti- 
mated that there were “4,000 hippies” 
in the city. A team of health inspectors 
was deployed to the neighborhood. 
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Clinics were full of people suf- 
fering from STDs, the result 
of a general lack of public sex 
education among teenagers 
who’ fled their middle-class 
homes, and the frequent use 
of drugs. 

“There was a lot of drug 
use, group sex, communal 
sex, says Dr. David Smith, 
founder of the Haight-Ash- 
bury Free Clinic. “It would 
be an understatement to say 
there was a spike in STDs. 
That’s like saying a hurricane 
is a strong wind.” 

In a March 1967 interview 
with the Chronicle, the city’s 
health director, Dr. Ellis Sox, 
did not mince words, com- 
paring the influx of hippies to 
an apocalypse: “These people 
are creating the slums they 
live in,” he said. “Most poor 
people forced to live in poor 
housing at least try to keep 
clean, but here we have young 
people of good education and 
background who are creating 
a slum. When water is shut 
off from failure to pay the bill, 
toilets are not being used. 
Garbage is thrown around, and 
this attracts flies and rats. Bu- 
bonic plague is carried by rats 
on fleas, and it is not impossi- 
ble there might be an outbreak 
of epidemic meningitis.” 

By June, the number of 
people visiting the Haight 
was predicted to be close to 
100,000. For context — that’s 
more than an entire day’s 
worth of Outside Lands at- 
tendees, squished into one 
neighborhood. Every spare 
couch was filled, runaways 
huddled in doorways at night, 
and school buses converted 
into mobile homes lined the Panhandle 
along Oak and Fell streets. “They were 
living on the streets, or renting a place, 
half a dozen people to a room,” May- 
cox remembers. “That’s when it really 
changed.” 

A New York Times employee who 
went by the name “Ms. Elizabeth” also 
recalled that the tone evolved through- 
out the summer. “At first, it was really 
very happy,’ she said. “There were so 
many ‘be-ins’ and marches and free 
music. Organized crime got the Hell’s 
Angels involved. There was an influx of 
young runaways, many from well-to- 
do families. They were expecting a city 
of love and found a city like any other 
city, and a lot of them ended up being 
prostitutes.” 
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Maycox confirms this. “Some 
people came here just to prey on the 
younger folks,” he says. “They'd rob 
them. A lot of young girls would end 
up as prostitutes. Some of the pimps 
from the Fillmore would come recruit 
people These were young kids; 15, 16, 
17. What surprised me was how fast 
that happened.” 

Runaway teens drew cops to the 
neighborhood, as frantic parents across 
the country tried to track them down. 
Soon, even the Diggers, a radical activ- 
ist group, were rejecting people under 
18 from their community houses, out 
of fear cops would raid them and find 
drugs. Signs went up in windows saying 
the underage weren't welcome. 

Running away was a crime, and 
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those who were caught were tossed 

in the Youth Guidance Center, a juve- 
nile-delinquent center on Twin Peaks 
with bars on the windows. It quickly 
reached capacity, with cots filled up and 
teenagers forced to sleep on the floor. 

Deveron, a 13-year-old girl, de- 
scribed the scene in a September 1967 
letter to Reverend Larry Beggs, the 
founder of Huckleberry Home for Run- 
aways. 

“The rooms are steaming hot 
24-hours a day,’ she said. “The windows 
are half an inch thick and through the 
tiny crack at the top you can maybe see 
a few lights at night outside the barbed 
wire. There are no people there. Only 
animals. If it wasn’t time to be let out 
they had to wet their floors. The only 
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sounds are ‘Be quiet!’ and the 
sound of rattling trays and 
doors and keys.” 

Amid the plethora of sex- 
ually transmitted diseases, 
prostitution, and city-sup- 
ported child abuse, hospitals 
were overloaded with hippies 
overdosing on drugs. In his 
city-history book Season of the 
Witch: Enchantment, Terror, and 
Deliverance in the City of Love, 
David Talbot writes that “when 
high-flying kids were brought 
to General Hospital ... they 
were dumped across the street 
at Mission Emergency Hospital, 
where they were thrown in with 
alcoholics or gunshot victims, 
or locked in padded isolation 
cells. What began as a mildly 
bad trip could erupt into full- 
blown psychosis by the time a 
hallucinating patient made his 
way through the city’s harrow- 
ing public-health labyrinth.” 

By October, tens of thou- 
sands of hippies who'd mi- 
grated to San Francisco for 
the summer had left. Many 
returned to college to finish 
their degrees, others were 
drafted into the Vietnam War. 
A “funeral” marking the death 
of the hippie movement was 
held to signify the official end 
of the summer. “We wanted to 
signal that this was the end of 
it, to stay where you are, bring 
the revolution to where you 
live and don’t come here, be- 
cause it’s over and done with,” 
- organizer Mary Kasper said in 
. a public statement after the 
a funeral took place. 

. But while the masses 
vacated, the neighborhood 
retained some of the damage 
the Summer of Love had inflict- 
ed. Veterans returning from the war 
became hooked on hard drugs, which 
were readily available on street cor- 
ners. Janis Joplin, who'd become well- 
known after an appearance at the 1967 
Monterey Pop Festival, drank herself 
to death only three years later. And as 
the haze of pot smoke left the Haight, 
Charles Manson packed his family into 
a bus and proceeded to murder at least 
seven people. 

It’s easier to memorialize the fun, 
peace-loving, happy Summer of Love 
than its darker partner. But remember: 
That which glitters is not always gold.

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The Hippie temptation

On Aug. 22, 1967, a CBS News 
series titled Who, What, Where, When, 
Why premiered. It’s forgotten now, both 
because Who, What, Where, When, Why is 
a terrible name, and because it was re- 
placed in 1968 by the still-running 60 
Minutes. 

But the content of that broadcast 
has lived on in local infamy. Harry 
Reasoner’s shocking expose of the 
Haight-Ashbury scene known as The 
Hippie Temptation was shown at the 
dearly missed Red Vic Movie House 
every year from the 1980s onward. 
Notably, it was shot in April and broad- 
cast in August, thus bookending the 
Summer of Love. 

Although marijuana is acknowl- 
edged as being a bad thing — who 
knew that a half-century later, 
weed-delivery services would be adver- 
tised on the sides of buses? — the real 
temptation (and danger) of the hippies 
is the newfangled LSD. Much of the 
broadcast’s running time is devoted 
to what we now know to be misinfor- 
mation about acid, especially the long- 
since debunked myth about chromo- 
some damage. Something else we now 
know is that pretty much all acid trips 
would be a waste until 1969, since the 
live version of “A Saucerful of Secrets” 
on Pink Floyd’s album Ummagumma 
has been scientifically proven to be the 
best song to listen on LSD. 

In fairness, Reasoner and his 
producers can’t really be blamed for 
trusting the nascent research, especial- 
ly given their generation’s ingrained 
fear of any drugs that weren’t tobacco 
and alcohol. Reasoner said at the time 
that he was “hopeful that our program 
will help warn the young people off” 
the temptations of the drugs and the 
lure of the Haight’s “hippie colony.” In 
his summation, Reasoner lays out his 
philosophical objection: “They depend 
on hallucination for their philosophy. 
This is not a new idea, and it has never 
worked.” 

Something else that has never 
worked: showing teenagers picture of 
people having a good time, and hoping 
that “Now don’t you go and do this!” 
finger-wagging testimonials from mar- 
ble-mouthed men in white coats will 
make it look less appealing. It’s prob- 
ably also not accidental that while The 
Hippie Temptation is deeply concerned 
with the fate of the countless lily-white 
young people on display, the first face 
onscreen is that of a Black man, no 
doubt to strike fear into the hearts of 
those middle-class kids’ parents. 

Those young people are infantilized 
throughout. An Aug. 20 New York 
Times preview of The Hippie Temptation 
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The Greatful Dead are 
all over Temptation, 
including guitarist 
Jerry Garcia. 


was titled “A is for Acid, B is for Boo,” 
and in addition to its nursery-rhyme 
headline, the article refers to the hip- 
pies as “little tykes.” (“Boo” is allegedly 
slang for marijuana, while acid is also 
referred to as a “soft drug,” which 
somewhat undercuts the panic the 
show tries to foment.) Reasoner also 
blames the victims something fierce, 
lamenting that “the greatest waste 

of all” is that their “youthful energy” 
could instead be going to solve “the 
problems of our day.” (Yeah, problems 
you and your so-called “Greatest Gen- 
eration” either created or did nothing 
to fix, dickweed. Thanks for winning 
World War II and all, but seriously.) As 
a later generation of misunderstood 
youth would put it, withdrawing in dis- 
gust is not the same as apathy. 

Being a journalist rather than a fu- 
turist, Reasoner probably didn’t realize 
that the exposure given to the Haight 
scene by coverage including but by no 
means limited to The Hippie Temptation 
would hasten the whole social exper- 
iment’s inevitable collapse, and not 
without collateral damage. 

Speaking to the Los Angeles Times 
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only two months after the broadcast, 
head-shop owner Peter Krug described 
the Haight as “really wretched and de- 
generate now, thanks to people drawn 
by news reports “about how everybody 
just sits around taking drugs and hav- 
ing sex.” He also describes an influx of 
Tenderloin sex workers into the Haight 
to accommodate “all these college 
boys” who heard “they can just pick up 
a girl on the street.” (Bros: ruining it 
for everyone since at least 1967.) Rob- 
ert Crumb later wrote that, by 1969, 
murders and rape were widespread 

in the Haight because “the drugs 

got harder and people were carrying 
guns, and that it was “a grim fuckin’ 
spectacle.” Utopias are inherently un- 
sustainable, and while the Summer of 
Love was inevitably going to lead to a 
long season in Hell, many of those kids 
Reasoner was hoping to warn off surely 
got caught in the downfall. 

The Hippie Temptation has mostly 
been used as a source of stock footage, 
since at least as far back as Rolling 
Stone's 20th-anniversary special in 
1987 and as recently as this year’s 
Grateful Dead documentary series 
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Long Strange Trip. The Dead are all over 
Temptation, including footage of them 
playing “Dancing in the Street” in the 
Panhandle, most likely from April 9. 
Intercut with that song is a few sec- 
onds of a young blond woman by the 
name of Cynthia Summers, who has 
flowers painted on her face. 

The footage of her was actually shot 
during a Country Joe and the Fish per- 
formance on April 14, but the mixed- 
up timeline isn’t what annoys her the 
most. As Summers tells SF Weekly now, 
“I was approached by a CBS camera- 
man who asked to film me. I said no. 
He got snide and asked, “Why not?’ ” 
She told him she “did not want to have 
anything to do with yellow journal- 
ism,” which did not go over well with a 
representative of the (former) network 
of Edward R. Murrow. 

“His face contorted in rage,” she 
recalls. “He was not amused. I turned 
and walked away.” 

The cameraman wasn't about to let 
some painted hippie chick stay him 
from his appointed rounds, however. 

“T was sitting on the bandstand 
grooving to the music when a guy 
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Still from The Hippie Temptation 


told me someone was trying to film 
me, Summers says. “Sure enough, the 
dirtbag cameraman was trying to film 
me with a long-lens camera. I put my 
hands over my face, but he managed 
to get about two to three seconds of 
footage.” 

Those few seconds have gone on 
to afford Ms. Summers a degree of 
uncompensated stock-footage immor- 
tality, much to her chagrin. She left 
San Francisco by late spring and didn’t 
return for a decade, when she finally 
saw the program at the Shady Grove in 
the Haight. 

“T was with a bunch of other hip- 
pies,’ she recalls, “and we were all 
laughing because it was so totally off 
the wall. It was right up there with 
Reefer Madness.” 

And that may best sum up The 
Hippie Temptation: Both a time capsule 
and a curio of tone-deaf panic, it’s San 
Francisco’s own Reefer Madness. Break 
out the soft drugs and wish it a happy 
50th birthday!

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The Bad End of the Summer of Love 


By Labor Day 196/, a pair of horrifying drug dealer murders made the Haight too violent for even Charles Manson.

Paul McCartney visited the 
Haight in May 1967 to spin a copy of the 
still-unreleased Sgt. Pepper's Lonely 
Hearts Club Band for the members of Jef- 
ferson Airplane. The Summer of Love 
hadn’t quite begun, and the mood was 
still optimistic. George Harrison and his 
wife Pattie swung through Haight Street 
and Hippie Hill on Aug. 7. Asked what 
he thought of the scene, the quiet Beatle 
said, “If it’s all like this, then it’s really 
too much.” And it was. The Summer of 
Love was giving way to fall, the dying 
season. 

Just four days earlier, on Thursday, 
Aug. 3, most of the body of John Kent 
Carter, 25, was found in his Parnassus 
Heights apartment. Carter was an out- 
of-work flutist who went by “Shob” 
and dealt acid to make the bills. When 
found, he had been stabbed in the 
chest, and his arm was chopped off 
just above the elbow. 

A trail of blood showed where Shob 
had been dragged from the living 
room to the bedroom of what the 
Chronicle called a “brightly decorated 
pad,” covered in “the colorful swirls 
and sunbursts of psychedelic art.” 
Carter’s battered VW van, a handgun, 
and $3,000 he and his girlfriend were 
saving for a trip to Europe had all gone 
missing — along with his arm. 

Two days later, on Saturday, Aug. 

5, Sebastapol police Officer Charles 
Baker arrested Eric Dahlstrom at 11 
p.m. for speeding through the sleepy 
town in Carter’s stolen van. Inside, po- 
lice found Carter’s loaded 9-millimeter 
P38 automatic, $2,657.53 in cash, a 
whole mess of pills, and the missing 
arm. 
“He had this arm rolled up in leath- 
er, shammy-like material,” Baker, now 
retired and still living in Sebastopol, 
tells SF Weekly during a recent phone 
interview. “There were several sham- 
mies it was rolled up in. I’d unroll one, 
and find another shammy. It went 
through that about three times, and 
out popped the arm. 

“It was sort of a shock, you know, 
to see that kind of thing,” Baker adds. 

Dahlstrom, looking dirty and har- 
ried in old newspaper photographs, 
was a 26-year-old daredevil motor- 
cycle racer from Sebastopol. He had 
just taken the top prize in the Cotati 
Motorcycle Grand Prix in May, but 
things were already going wrong. He 
told reporters that he had been on an 
18-month LSD binge when he killed 
Carter over some bad acid. 

“[Carter] was convulsing as he went 
down,” Dahlstrom told the Examiner 
during a jailhouse interview. “That’s 
why I stabbed him some more — may- 
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be a little too much. I hadn’t had life in 
my hands before like that.” 

Dahlstrom couldn’t explain why he 
chopped off Carter’s arm with a butch- 
er knife. 

“The hand is a man’s history,” Dahl- 
strom said. “I’m a Cancer. I’m not a 
hard person, normally.” 

The same day that Carter’s body 
was found, William E. Thomas took a 
ride up to Sausalito with somewhere 
between $35,000 and $55,000 in 
cash, to buy the makings of a massive 
batch of LSD. Thomas, a 26-year-old 
African-American who lived in the 
Mission, was better known around 
the scene as “Superspade,” a moniker 
he proclaimed by wearing an over- 
sized button that read, “Superspade, 
faster than a speeding mind.” Thomas 
reportedly had plans to buy into a 
restaurant in Marin, and hoped this 
drug deal would be his last. It was, but 
not in the way that he had planned. 

His body was found on Aug. 6, 
wrapped in a sleeping bag and dan- 
gling off a 300-foot cliff near Point 
Reyes. He had been shot through the 
back of head and stabbed in the heart. 
Only $15 remained of the wad he’d 
brought with him to make his score. 

“Superspade was the first guy I saw 
who had a real, bona fide Afro,” attor- 
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ney Patrick Hallinan recalls during a 
recent conversation with SF Weekly. 
“He was just a very pleasant guy. There 
was nothing aggressive or nasty about 
him at all.” 

Hallinan, a liberal firebrand attor- 
ney, became Thomas’ lawyer after the 
dealer had been rounded up in a pot 
raid — with a Hillsborough debutante 
and some other Peninsula rich kids 
— in December 1966. The bust and 
Thomas’ “super-smart” fashion sense 
made him a local celebrity, with regu- 
lar mentions in Herb Caen’s Chronicle 
column, and a prominent but posthu- 
mous role in “You Are What You Eat” 
(1968), an incoherent documentary/ 
music video with appearances by Tiny 
Tim and Timothy Leary. 

Even though police had Dahlstrom 
in custody for the Carter murder, ru- 
mors flew around the Haight that “the 
Eastern crime syndicate” was moving 
in. The ensuing panic-driven narrative 
had even had hippies buying guns, 
but police were dismissive of this an- 
gle. After clearing Dahlstrom for the 
Thomas murder, homicide detectives 
searched for the two men in a tan 
car that Thomas was last seen with, 

“a bearded New York Negro hippie 
known only as Joe, ” and “the Sausali- 
to hoodlum,” but none of these leads 


panned out. 

Unbeknownst to Bay Area law 
enforcement — who had their hands 
full in 1967 with the drug-dealer mur- 
ders — Charles Manson was living 
just off Haight Street on Cole, and was 
already assembling what would later 
be called “The Family.” He would take 
long drives in his VW bus up to Men- 
docino, on a route that happened to go 
past the craggy sea cliff where Thomas’ 
body was dumped. 

“There is nothing like the drive up 
Highway One along the north coast of 
California,’ Manson told biographer 
Nuel Emmons, in his 1986 biography, 
Manson in His Own Words. 

The Thomas murder bears similar- 
ities to Manson’s attempted murder 
of Bernard “Lotsapoppa’ Crowe and 
the torture and killing of Gary Hin- 
man. These precursors to the more 
infamous 1969 Tate-Labianca murders 
were botched shakedowns of drug 
dealers by Manson and company that 
ended in extreme violence. According 
to Karina Longworth’s epic “Charles 
Manson’s Hollywood” series in her 
You Must Remember This podcast, 
Manson’s followers claim credit for as 
many as 35 murders — although they 
are unreliable narrators. 

While it’s unclear whether Man- 





son played a role in Thomas’ death, 
his own recollections indicate he was 
more concerned with avoiding vio- 
lence in 1967 than with causing it. 

“The district was getting ugly and 
mean, Manson observed. By late sum- 
mer, he had witnessed a knifing on 
Lyon Street, and saw a beat cop flee a 
shooting near the Haight. 

“Fuck, if everything was getting so 
bad that even the cops didn’t want to 
hang around long enough to do their 
jobs, Haight-Ashbury was no place for 
me and my girls,” he explained. 

He soon hightailed it to Topanga 
Canyon. With the vibrations “at an evil 
confluence” in October 1967, a group 
of the original flower children staged 
a mock funeral procession for the 
“Death of the Hippie.” They carried a 
large coffin down Haight Street before 
burning it in Golden Gate Park. It was 
reported that the coffin was filled with 
the hair shorn from several beards and 
two kilograms of weed. The Summer 
of Love was over, but the murder of 
Superspade went unsolved. 

“Who would’ve done that? That’s 
beyond me,” Hallinan mused. “I think 
you still have a mystery on your 


hands.”

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SOMArts' “The Black Woman Is God" constructs new mythologies of collective liberation.

Brittney Cooper wrote a bril- 
liant, skeptical essay in Cosmopolitan last 
week about the rising antipathy in cer- 
tain lefty circles toward California's ju- 
nior senator, Kamala Harris. Holding the 
first African-American woman to win a 
U.S. Senate seat in almost 20 years to im- 
possible standards of purity reveals more 
about her critics than about her, Cooper 
argued — especially in the context of the 
current political climate. 

“Black women are not Jesus,’ she 
wrote. “It’s not right to expect us to fix 
what white Americans are so commit- 
ted to breaking. This debate, then, isn’t 
about Harris, but about the emotional 
and political labor that Black women 
are expected to do to save America’s 
soul.” 

Black women may not be Jesus, but 
at SOMArts, they are a deity of a high- 
er order. In “The Black Woman Is God: 
Divine Revolution,” co-curators Karen 
Seneferu and Melorra Green have as- 
sembled a 60-artist show that speaks 
not to the 241-year-old nation that 
white nihilism is busy destroying, but 
to a sort of buzzing conduit between 
the lived experience of Black women 
in 21st-century America and the pan- 
theistic and sublime. It is political — 
it couldn't not be — but depending on 
how you ground your interpretation of 
the show’s title, its component pieces 
could be read as rebukes to patriarchal 
and Eurocentric oppression or as mon- 
uments of private mourning. 

Grief and quiet contemplation are 
major motifs throughout. There are at 
least half a dozen altars and shrines 
— or more, if you apply a lenient, figu- 
rative definition. Some combine a cos- 
mic vibe with a West African approach, 
as in William Rhodes’ dual sculptures 
Taiwo & Kehinde — the Yoruba names 
that mean “first-born and second-born 
twin” — while others embody a more 
participatory approach. Mizan Alkebu- 
lan-Abakah’s mixed-media work, Hon- 
or the Sacred, depicts a Black woman 
in the style of Durga, the eight-armed 
Indian goddess who clutches a weapon 
in each hand. Onlookers are encour- 
aged to write down on slips of paper 
the ways in which they obey the titular 
command, and the floor around the 
piece is slowly becoming annexed to it; 
sacredness of a sort has begun taking 
over the gallery itself. 

Flowers are everywhere. Choose 
Your Punctuation consists of fake blos- 
soms that spell out “Fuck Yo Issues,” 

a small memorial of a framed pho- 
tograph bookended by candles, and 
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“100% Organic irritation” — siurely a 
testament to its creator’s mood. In the 
artist statement, Worldly Sistah (aka 
Tracy Brown) writes that, “The fea- 
tured phrase is one that we as African 
women often have to utter to others 
and sometimes to ourselves in one 
manner or another. Oftentimes, the 
most fervent utterance of the phrase 
comes through the act of us just be- 
ing ourselves and living empowered 
in our divinity. No matter how you 
punctuate it, the phrase involves 
overcoming fear, the awakening of 
understanding, the power of shock, 
enlightening revelation, and so much 
more.” 

The dynamic of seriousness tem- 
pered by play, or of keeping people in 
good spirits by gently ribbing them, 
is a complicated one. Elsewhere, 
some pieces radiate defiant joy. Ajuan 
Mance has three graphic works ar- 
ranged in close proximity that depict 
Black women who could never have 
met (and whose titles reveal all). 
There’s Sojourner Truth and Shirley 
Chisholm Join the Protests at Standing 
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Rock, Hattie McDaniel and Nell Carter 
Sunbathe by the Pool at the Four Seasons 
Resort at Wailea and Whitney Houston 
and Billie Holiday Sing About Freedom 
and Sparrows and the Eye of God. Hous- 
ton and Holiday have halos, as if they 
were saints.

archetypal, nearly Tarot-esque. You 
cannot look away. 

And this being SOMArts, there are 
events tied to the show. Having staged 
a one-night “Wikipedia Edit-a-Thon” 
in July to help correct the online ency- 
clopedia’s slant away from Black wom- 
en artists, the closing weekend for 
“The Black Woman Is God” (Aug. 25- 
26) will be given over to Night Light, 
SOMArts’ annual ritual of illuminated 
installations, digital and cinematic pro- 
jections, and performance pieces. This 
year, it’s two nights instead of one, 
and it’s all about the construction of 
a new mythos from out of a palpably 
dying old order. “We always ask Black 
women to to do the labor of saving our 
democracy,’ Cooper wrote in Cosmo. At 
SOMAYrts, we have a remarkable exam- 
ple of what they achieve when they ask 
themselves what’s needed.

Escapes 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the 
Opera Plaza Cinema. 
It can be difficult to stand out when 
a film’s credits include names like 
Harrison Ford and Sir Run Run Shaw, 
which is why Hampton Fancher is 
largely unknown outside of the most 
devoted devotees of Blade Runner. 
Michael Almereyda’s documentary 
Escapes allows Fancher to tell his story 
of how he rose from a character actor 
in 1960s and ’70s to a co-writer and 
producer on the aforementioned 1982 
cult film. Blade Runner led to — well, 
to not much else, really, apart from 
two more produced screenplays over 
the next 20 years. (Fancher has story 
and co-writing credit on the upcoming 
sequel, however.) Ample use is made of 
footage from Fancher’s acting work to 
supplement his narration, and major 
sequences are told using on-screen 
text and only semi-related images, not 
unlike many a YouTube video. (There’s 
also a burst of the sort of casual 
anti-Mexican racism that is perhaps 
not unexpected from a 79-year-old 
white man, but no less disappoint- 
ing considering his pride in writing 
Edward James Olmos’ most famous 
Blade Runner line.) How Almereyda 
and executive producer Wes Anderson 
landed on the generic title Escapes is 
unclear, but the resulting film is what 
The Kid Stays in the Picture might have 
been like if Robert Evans had lacked 
his driving ambition and peaked with 
Rosemary’s Baby.

Dave Made a Maze 
Not rated.

Cartoonist Bill Watterson was born 
in 1948, and the six-year-old protag- 
onist of his Generation X-defining 
comic strip Calvin and Hobbes often 
used cardboard boxes as the vehicle 
for his flights of fantasy.

all no doubt a coincidence, but the film 
itself is full of such familiar thematic 
coincidences. Dave (Nick Thune) has 
built an enclosed cardboard maze in 
the apartment he shares with his im- 
probably hot girlfriend Annie (Meera 
Rohit Kumbhani). It’s bigger on the 
inside, and Dave and Annie soon lead 
a motley group that includes friend 
Gordon (Adam Busch) and documen- 
tarian Harry (James Urbaniak, always 
the best thing on-screen) as they try to 
survive the various cardboard-but-le- 
thal booby traps. The production de- 
sign is consistently clever, and beyond 
all the Raiders and Snowpiercer and 
Inside Out parallels, the picture even 
finds time to pay homage to the break- 
fast montage in Citizen Kane. Unfortu- 
nately, Dave Made a Maze’s ingenuity 

is in service of yet another story about 
a scruffy dude who needs to learn to 
get his shit together. It’s still worth the 
trip, but only just. SC 


Marjorie Prime 
Not rated.

Michael Almereyda fans are in luck. 
In addition to his somewhat hollow 
showbiz documentary Escapes, this 
weekend also sees the release of his 
sci-fi drama Marjorie Prime, which is 
much more like a spiritual follow-up 
to his great 2015 Experimenter, set 
far enough into the future for smart- 
phones to be transparent and for 
photorealistic holograms called Primes 
to pass the Turing Test. Walter Prime 
(Jon Hamm) is a holographic reproduc- 
tion of the late husband of 86-year-old 
Marjorie (Lois Smith), whose cognition 
has been slowly fading. That the Prime 
is of a decades-younger, Hamm-hand- 
some Walter doesn’t sit well with Mar- 
jorie’s daughter Tess (Geena Davis), 
nor does the fact that that Walter is 
learning about his real-life counterpart 
based on Marjorie’s own unreliable rec- 
ollections, particularly as buried family 
secrets start to emerge. Marjorie Prime 
is a meditation on the unreliability 
of oral memory, with the wrinkle of 
how our electronic avatars outlast us, 
and may augment and replace those 
memories. (This writer is still Facebook 
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“friends” with at least three recently 
deceased people, their profiles living 
on.) Though based on a Pulitzer-adja- 
cent play, the picture plays out more 
like a 1950s Isaac Asimov short story, 
especially in its time-jumping third 
act. Marjorie Prime is ultimately more 
about its ideas than its characters, but 
that’s OK, because they’re fascinating 
ideas. SC 


Ingrid Goes West 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at 
Alamo Drafthouse Cinema 
Ingrid Goes West is a perverse medi- 
tation on E.M. Forster’s dictum: “Only 
connect!” Ingrid Thorburn (Aubrey 
Plaza) cannot connect with people in 
real life, so she follows them online 
instead. Director Matt Spicer likens her 
fixation on social media feeds to a men- 
tal illness, indicting her and implicating 
everyone else who’s similarly glued to 
a smartphone. Plaza, who normally 
sheds crocodile tears, here cries real 
ones with equal amounts of distress, 
insecurity, and despair. Recovering 
from a breakdown after her mother’s 
death, Ingrid reboots her life in South- 
ern California. Once established there, 
her addictive habit of stalking Insta- 
gram stars returns with a vengeance. 
Spicer conveys her dependence on tech- 
nology as a kind of moral listlessness, 
the way Spike Jonze did in Her. Ingrid’s 
handheld device doesn’t just contain an 
infinite number of selfies — it’s accom- 
modated the migration of her soul. Pla- 
za’s on-screen presence always carries 
a certain degree of malice. She is the 
rightful heir to Wednesday Addams’ 
death’s-head glare. But when Ingrid 
collides with Nicky (Billy Magnussen), 
the brother of someone she’s obsessed 
with, his Nordic volatility disrupts her 
ability to menace. He reads her at a 
party and instantly zeroes in on her 
vulnerabilities. Nicky and Ingrid are 
natural enemies. When he steals her 
phone, she will either get it back or die 
trying.

The one type of dining estab- 
lishment that I wish San Francisco had 
is a revolving restaurant. In California, 
you either have to go to the Westin 
Bonaventure Hotel in L.A., where the

Splash!, which is almost at the end of 
the Municipal Wharf in Santa Cruz. 
Barring that, I’ve always wanted 
Bananas Foster flambéed tableside.

This $14 dessert theater includes 


the full presentation: A server wheels 


a cart out to you, ignites the rum, and 


flamboyantly tosses cinnamon into 


the flames to generate sparks. I usually 
have a hard time with bananas’ mushy, 


baby-food-like texture, but the cara- 


melized sugar and brown butter fused 


so nicely with the cinnamon croutons 
that they essentially enrobed those

We also got a Peach Melba ($9) that

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Rib’s ceiling. I appreciated the char 
| of the $75 Alfred’s cut, a 28-ounce, 
grass-fed and dry-aged beauty with 
oxtail bordelaise that became truly 
consciousness-expanding with a $10 
side of garlicky mashed potatoes and 
some charred broccoli ($9). At the 
same time, that’s a whopping $94 for 
meat and two sides. 

But again: You won’t feel as de- 
prived as a vegan at a barbecue by 
skipping beef entirely. Oysters Rocke- 
feller ($18), usually topped with pars- 
ley and a butter sauce, get a creamed 
spinach treatment with a touch of 
Scotch, and that’s pretty clever. Mar- 
velous oxtail foie gras croquettes ($13) 
come with a delightfully bitter and 
beautifully presented endive salad to 
cut back the richness. Gnochetti with 
summer vegetables and basil ($13 for 
a side, $26 for an entree) might be the 
lightest thing you can order as a main 
at Alfred’s, and it’s still full of flavor. 
And the Alfred’s steak burger was like 
an haute Double-Double on an airier 
bun, right down to the fries. 

I have to commend the cocktails, 
which were among the best (and 
booziest) I’ve ever had. Martinis 
are essentially two-in-one, with the 
ice-filled shaker left at the table, and 
they’re a nice rebuke to all those fussy, 
full-price cocktails in half-size coupe 
glasses. The Martinez, in particular — 
made with Zephyr gin and grapefruit 
oil, $15 — is one of those aperitifs 
that stimulates the appetite on its 
own and plays well with citrus-for- 
ward bites, like an oyster Rockefeller. 

Where Alfred’s teeters is in the 
service, which is stretched very 
thin. Servers vanish for 20-minute 
stretches, bread fails to appear, and 
the spacing of courses feels elongat- 
ed. A lead-footed pace is forgivable 
for a relaxing dinner, but it can be 
stress-inducing at lunch. I did go once 
for lunch, which was Thursdays-only 
for some peculiar reason, only to be 
casually informed that it was in fact 
the final lunch service — and the burg- 
er seems to have disappeared with it. 
The re-jiggering has yet to conclude, it 
seems. 

So no more two-martini lunches, 
which is a shame. (The whole time 
I was there, I kept thinking of Kate 
McKinnon and Kumail Nanjiani’s bril- 
liant “Glove Lunch” parody of the movie 
Carol, at the Independent Spirit Awards 
last year.) Across all visits, the playlist 
was a combination of jazz standards and 
pre-British Invasion pop, which feels of 
a piece with Alfred’s aesthetic until you 
realize that the truly O.G. steakhouse 
patrons would have regarded such music 
as a horrible racket for teenagers. I 
don’t mean to drown in borrowed nos- 
talgia for an era when cigarette smoke 
was everywhere and women and people 
of color were probably less than wel- 
come — but once in a great long while, 
I want to eat like those men ate.

How the food is prepared 

“Not only do the chefs cook everything 
over outdoor wood fires, they build 
their cooking apparatus themselves 
from a mix of cinder blocks, sheet 
metal, cast iron, and spool of every 
size and shape,” says Robert McKeown, 
Cochon555’s communications director. 
“This gives the event an ancient, con- 
nective quality to the way people have 
cooked for centuries. It’s the smoke- 
kissed cuisine of true community.”

What’s being poured this year 
Cochon Heritage features not merely 
wines, but craft beers, wine-inspired 
cocktails, and artisanal ciders.

“Piggy Bank is a Missouri farm-in- 
the-making that will serve as a genetic 
sanctuary for heritage breed pigs — 
and a safety net for family farms either 
starting out and struggling or simply 
in need,’ McKeown says. 


It’s not just pork 

Not a fan of porcine dishes? No wor- 
ries. Cochon Heritage Fire will fea- 
ture, chickens, lambs, rabbits, ducks, 
clams, whole fishes, locally sourced 
vegetables, cheeses, fruits — and even 
ramen. 

Chef Albert Ponzo of the Royal Ho- 
tel in Prince Edward County, Ontario is 
one of the event’s chefs and a member 
of Team Goat. 

“We're going to be creating a Sar- 
dinian-inspired goat dish and incorpo- 
rating some fresh vegetables — done 
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in a saddle-style of roasting,” says 
Ponzo, a two-year Heritage Fire chef 
veteran. “Goat, especially a suckling 
goat, has such wonderful aroma and 
characteristics.”

Hand Paella 


Go East/West, 
Young Man

In San Sebastian, Spain, many 
restaurants seat only a handful of pa- 
trons and serve only a few types of 
pintxos, those one- or two-bite snacks on 
a skewer. So the donastiarras, as resi- 
dents of the city refer to themselves in 
Basque, frequently hit up multiple places 
in an evening. The salty skewers encour- 
age everyone to drink more, while their 
heavy alcohol intake makes food con- 
sumption a smart idea. It’s an upward 
spiral of hedonism, really. 

Tweaking this approach, Over 
Proof — the reservations-only bar- 
within-a-bar found upstairs at ABV, 
that acclaimed craft-cocktail spot on 
16th Street in the Mission — has un- 
veiled the latest in its rotating series of 
concepts. The gin- and sherry-centric 
Este Oeste, which opened last week 
and runs through Oct. 28, replaces 
the whisky-oriented Double Back that 
wound down in late July after serving 
Japanese “Scotch eggs” and other 
mashups one might find in a hypothet- 
ical American whiskey bar in Tokyo. 

It worked, but Chef Collin Hilton 
and sous chef Nick Salazar’s latest isn’t 
a Matryoshka doll of such cerebral 
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complexity. But Over Proof isn’t falling 
back on manchego cheese and pintxos 
gilda, those “lollipops” made with pep- 
pers and anchovies wrapped around ol- 
ives. In the laid-back Basque style, Este 
Oeste — a play on words that simulta- 
neously refers to “east west” and “this 
and that” — aims to gratify with five 
paired courses in a prix-fixe menu that 
includes a magnificent blistered pepper 
and melon gazpacho and whole prawns 
poached in brown butter. (Good thing 
the vibe is informal, because those are 
messy in a fun way.) 

I especially enjoyed 
the “hand paella” made 
with mussels, clams,

the Mission — so the drinks are the 
thing. (The bar’s chief rival is Trick 
Dog, which is known far and wide for 
top-to-bottom menu revamps every 
six months. You can sense how that 
schema might have spurred Over Proof 
to be what it is.)

Formed in New York in 1982, 


Michael Gira’s no-wave-derived Swans 
are unlike any other band on the planet. 
An experimental approach isn’t unique 
to Gira, but there simply isn’t another 
band that sounds remotely like Swans. 

In fact, Swans isn’t really a band 
at all anymore. It’s always been Gira’s 
baby — or cygnet, perhaps — anyway. 
But following the conclusion of the 
current tour in support of last year’s 
typically excellent-yet-difficult album 
The Glowing Man, Gira announced he'll 
let the rest of the band go and contin- 
ue to work under the Swans name with 
a revolving lineup of collaborators. 

To hear of such a move would be a 
shock from most musicians, but it’s the 
kind of thing Swans fans have come to 
expect from the enigmatic, talented, 
and charming Gira, a multi-instrumen- 
talist as well as the band’s singer-song- 
writer. This is just what he does, and 
it’s why Swans has always been such an 
unusual and compelling project. 

Gira always looks for ways to create 
something completely fresh with new 
bodies of work, and to find new ways 
of reinventing old songs live. What 
better way than to say goodbye to ev- 
erybody else who has been a member 
of Swans for the past few years — in- 
cluding guitarist Norman Westberg, 
who has been with Swans since 1983, 
and bassist Christopher Pravdica, who 
has been there since 1988 — and go 
it alone? 

“The Glowing Man is the final album 
with this lineup,” Gira says. “No disre- 
spect to the current band. It’s been to- 
gether longer than any other lineup of 
the band: seven years. After this tour, 
lll revert to the mode I employed in 
the mid-to-late-’80s and 90s, where I 
use different musicians for each album 
and tour. But this was the most com- 
mitted, telepathic group of individuals 
that I’ve ever worked with. Inevitably, 
when you stay in the same room for 
that length of time, you start to read 
each others’ thoughts to the degree 
that nothing is surprising.” 

That loss of spontaneity and 
surprise is like a virus to Gira, who 
thrives on the ability to come up with 
something unique. In essence, Swans 
is still a rock ’n’ roll band. For the most 
part, the musicians employ traditional 
instruments and, when you dig and 
scratch through the experimental 
noise a bit, there are even traditional 
song elements, like a verse-bridge- 
chorus structure. In that regard, Gira

is very much like a musical David 
Lynch. The linear elements are there, 
but you might just have to mentally 
arrange them so they make sense. Or 
else just go along for the ride. 

This begs the question of who will 
tour with Gira. For now, the frontman 
is focussed on the current tour. Only 
when it ends this November will he 
move on. The Glowing Man record 
is still fresh in Gira’s mind, and he 
wasn't entirely happy with the critical 
reception it received. 

“But that’s ir- 
relevant,” he says. 

“T certainly do 
succumb to temp- 
tation and read 
reviews sometimes, 
but it’s unwise even 
when they’re good. 
I want to stay un- 
tainted and not be 
colored by a direct 
dialog with the 
public and critics.” 

To Be Kind came 
out two years before The Glowing Man, 
and Gira points out that the group 
really grew together as a unit, as one 
body, between the two albums.

“On tour, we were doing older ma- 
terial and remaining faithful to the 
recorded versions, but then we hada 
moment where we thought, ‘Fuck this,’ ’ 
Gira says. “Then the material started 
writing itself. We came up with a cou- 
ple of longer pieces. It would be too 
generous to call them songs. But that 
revitalized us. To Be Kind was the peak 
of that, and The Glowing Man is the 
aftermath, the exhale.” 

As Gira and the current incarna- 
tion of Swans prepare to wrap up the 
tour — which hits 
The Independent 
on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, Aug. 
22 and 23 — he 
admits that each 
night is starting to 
feel a little more 
poignant. But he’s 
enjoying himself, 
and he’s looking 
forward to getting 
here. 

“T love playing 
in San Francisco,” Gira says. “I have 
spent a lot of time there, for the 
advanced liberalism, and the music 
history in particular.”

Swans 
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Regarding the Swans set in San 
Francisco, it’s never easy to predict 
what we'll get, not even for Gira, but 
he makes a valiant effort. 

“There will be two entirely unre- 
corded pieces, though they are ona 
limited live album,” he says. “There 
will be things that we are working 
out just for the final tour and not just 
recorded material. There will be some 
recorded material, and it may bear 
some semblance to the original — but 
it’s mutated so much by now. We've 
not played in a month, but there will 
be new iterations of the music.” 

We wouldn't have it any other way. 
Gira has always made it his business 
to be as difficult and awkward to get 
to grips with as possible. That way, he 
knows that Swans devotees are the 
real deal. (The project isn’t attracting 
radio-rock fans, and one suspects 
that’s the way Gira likes it.) No two 
shows ever sound the same, and now, 
with Gira going alone with the name, 
never will those words have been more 
accurate.

The artist now known as Mondo 
Cozmo has just finished an early after- 
noon set at Outside Lands’ Panhandle 
stage when we meet up. The fan reaction 
to the performance was impressive, es- 
pecially given that his debut album, Plas- 
tic Soul, isn’t even a month old yet. Josh 
Ostrander — his given name — is hyped, 
riding the buzz of another successful set 
in asummer that has seen Mondo 
Cozmo play any stage on which the band 
is welcome. 

“We don’t say no,” he says. “The 
band that I have now, we’ve been to- 
gether since March. Our first show was 
last October, and next week will be our 
100th show. We haven't had a day off 
in a long time.” 

Given the road he’s slogged along 
to become Mondo Cozmo, it’s not hard 
to see why he’s hesitant to pass up any 
opportunity. After nearly 20 years, 
Ostrander is finally able to revel in the 
exhaustion of success. 

The Philadelphia singer-songwriter 
first hit the scene in 2000 with the alt- 
rock outfit Laguardia. After five years 
and a deal with Universal Records, 
Ostrander ended the project to front 
Eastern Conference Champions, an 
indie-rock ensemble that lasted for a 
decade and released three albums. But 
despite landing a song on the Twilight 
Saga: Eclipse soundtrack, the band was 
unable to secure any lasting main- 
stream popularity. 

Ostrander says that, by 2015, he 
knew the end was coming for Eastern 
Conference Champions. 

“It was very much time to leave, but 
it was like a relationship that you didn’t 
want to end because you loved it. 

Of all people, it was Jack White 
who — indirectly — helped Ostrander 
change course. 

“This whole Mondo thing started 
when I saw Jack White perform at 
Coachella a couple of years ago,” Os- 
trander says. “It was like a religious 
set, man. It was his last show. He was 
going away for a minute. I remember | 
was there with my girl, and she turned 
to me and said, ‘Do you think Jack 
White gives a fuck what his bass player 
thinks?’” 

It’s amoment Ostrander has shared 
with press before, but one he truly 
believes marked the birth of Mondo 
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Mondo Cozmo 


Cozmo. 

“Td lost my way, and I just realized 
that I needed to do what I was fucking 
meant to do,” he says. “I remember 
during that show, Jack talked about 
how he used to mow lawns — and at 
that time, I was working two landscap- 
ing jobs. He was fucking talking to me, 
man.” 

Ostrander’s revelation has now be- 
come Plastic Soul, an album that wears 
its influences on its sleeve, from Beck 
to Pearl Jam to U2. Preceded by the 
Billboard Adult Alternative chart-top-

ls the Rookie of the Year 
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ping single “Shine,” the record is a 
joyfully bombastic ode to arena rock 
anthems and colorful pop ballads. 
The chorus of “Shine” — “Let ’em get 
high / Let ’em get stoned” — feels tai- 
lor-made for audience singalongs. 

Ostrander is all in favor of fans 
joining in. Quite honestly, he’s simply 
thrilled that listeners are digging his 
record as much as he does. 

“T love the record because it’s all 
over the place,” he says. “It pulls from a 
lot of different things. You'll hear Pri- 
mal Scream in one song and Radiohead 


in the next one. It’s all over the place, 
and I’m really proud of that. I had to 
be careful, because I could’ve easily 
written a whole rock album, but it 
probably wouldn't have the heart that 
this record has.” 

During Mondo Cozmo’s perfor- 
mance at Outside Lands, the crowd’s 
frenzy reached a fever pitch when 
Ostrander and the rest of the band 
launched into a highly polished cover 
of The Verve’s 1997 mega-hit, “Bitter- 
sweet Symphony.” Later, Ostrander 
tells me that he selected the song in 
part because he relates to The Verve’s 
legal woes over a Rolling Stones sample 
featured prominently in the track. 

“Tve had some sample issues, too,” 
he says. “Like with [title track] “Plastic 
Soul, I used an Erma Franklin sample 
— and I remember the nightmare of 
that, and how much it sucked.” 

However, there is more at play than 
litigation solidarity when it comes to 
Ostrander’s feelings for the song. 

“T think ‘Bittersweet’ is one of the 
best songs ever written,” he says. “The 
idea of it just really spoke to me. Then 
we played it, and it was like, “Holy shit.’ 
I feel like it’s our song now.” 

Ostrander pauses and smiles, run- 
ning a hand through his mohawk as he 
soaks in what he’s just said. 

“Tll probably get sued for saying 
that,” he says, “but it’s a powerful 
song, man. I’m happy to play it.” 

Many artists talk about how excited 
they are to play a show, but in the af- 
ternoon fog of Golden Gate Park, as he 
straps on his guitar for the 99th time 
in 10 months, Ostrander is living his 
words. 

Next week it will be a different 
festival in a different country. There 
will be a different set of fans chanting 
along to “Shine” and getting their first 
glimpse at an artist that, at long last, 
has finally found his people. 

“I feel like all the work, all the years, 
all the thousands and thousands and 
thousands of hours that I put into this 
... To be here, right now, playing in 
front of a crowd, and to have my record 
come out — that’s the best shit in the 
world, man,” he says.

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From Idol to Real Life

It goes without saying that 
when David Cook won the seventh sea- 
son of American Idol in 2008, his world 
turned upside down. 

“T was raised to live my life in a secure set 
of parameters for 25 years,’ he says. “And 
then I had this once in a lifetime oppor- 
tunity and was able to take advantage of 
it, and I had to rewire everything. I went 
from playing bar gigs for 10 years to all of 
a sudden traveling the world playing mu- 
sic. It was a pretty severe shift.” 

But in the nine years since his Idol 
victory, Cook continues to evolve as 
an artist: He’s worked toward “finding 
new influences, finding new inspira- 
tions, and finding new ways to tell the 
stories that I want to tell.” Describing 
his last album, Digital Vein, as “the 
end of a chapter,’ Cook is ready to 
make music with larger creative risks 
than ever before. To use his own 
simile, “Making music is kind of like 
pushing a boulder up a mountain.” 

So he hopes to “progress the boulder 
up the mountain” with his upcoming 
release. 

“With this new EP, it definitely 
feels different,’ Cook explains. “I 
think that’s evidenced with the first 
single, ‘Gimme Heartbreak.’ I wanted 
this new EP to feel edgier and more 
mysterious.” 

A major part of pushing his sound 
into darker territory is drawing inspi- 
rations from different artists. Though 
Cook mentions that he “always leans 
on old standbys and bands I’ve been 
into for a while, like Massive Attack 
and Nine Inch Nails,” his EP has cin- 
ematic pop elements that are a direct 
result from listening to musicians he’s 
less familiar with, such as Halsey and 
Aurora. Emphasizing his appreciation 
of Halsey’s Badlands record and “Run- 
ning With The Wolves” by Aurora, he 
says, It was taking stuff like that, 
and finding production elements and 
vibes I felt I could incorporate into my 
own music.” 

Other influences came not from 
musical artists, but a change in loca- 
tion. Five years ago, Cook moved from 
Los Angeles to Nashville. And with 
this transition, he became privy to the 
unique music culture of Tennessee’s 
capital, gaining a fresh outlook that 
reinvigorated his own music interests. 

“One of the things that actually 
surprised me, being here, is that the 
rock scene is awesome, and the hip 
hop scene is awesome,’ he says. “I get 
a lot of, ‘Oh you moved to Nashville, 
are you doing country now?’ and, well,

Vetiver is a 15-year-old 
folk band that hails from 
San Francisco. Headed by 
songwriter and lead vocal- 
ist Andy Cabic, the band’s 
music mirrors the essential 
grass oil it’s named after, 
in that both have undeni- 
ably calming effects and 
popularity amongst earthy, 
bohemian social circles. 
Using sparse, unosten- 
tatious instrumentals, Vet- 
iver’s songs are heady with- 
out being overwhelming, a 
charmingly woodsy experi- 
ence that whisks listeners 
away to a state of soothing 


comfort. A frequent touring partner of artists like Fleet Foxes and De- 
vendra Banhart, its music quietly hums with meditative, steady melodies. 
Although songs like “Rolling Sea” feature solemn lyrics such as “Nothing 
escapes the rolling sea / Not the past nor you or me,’ Cabic performs these 
lines with empathetic dignity. It becomes a song about accepting the uni- 
versality of life and death, rather than a depressing dirge about the bleak 
end. Vetiver creates music that pacifies listeners even as they acknowledge 
the conflicts and struggles all people face. 

Once, in an interview, Aquarium Drunkard asked Cabic for the secret 
to his sublime musical style. Cabic simply responded, “It comes down to 
my voice. I can really only sing the way I sing. I’m not going to try to write 
songs where | put my voice in a context where I’m not being true to myself 
or singing in a way that isn’t sustainable live or over the course of my life.” 
The singer-songwriter sticks with what is intuitive to him, constructing 
songs whose peacefulness is natural and never overdone. Fitting with the 
band’s acceptance of connectivity to others, the proceeds from Vetiver’s 
show this Friday will go towards Unity Productions Foundation, a nonprof- 
it fighting Islamophobia and increasing interfaith understanding through

He’s a folk rock musician, he’s an electronic producer, and he has one of 
those Twitter accounts that contains mysterious statements like “and so it 
begins” or “Majesty.” RY X is whoever he sees fit to be, and with his debut 
solo album, Dawn, he captures the perplexing nuances of his strange, pri- 
vate realm. 

It’s fitting that one of the better known songs from Dawn is “Howling.” 
It encapsulates all the hallmarks of the singer’s work — vibrant figurative 
language, a magnetic voice that yearns and grieves, and rumbling guitar 
that rises and falls like rhythmic waves. “Howling” also exemplifies RY X’s 
habit of using cryptic lyrics, as when he eerily sings, “Hot nights coming / nm 
Keep the car running / Lavender fingers / Swallow my pollen” in the open- RY 2A 
ing lines. His songwriting doesn’t lend itself to obvious interpretation, but TICKETS ON SALE FRIDAY AT 1OAM 
tempestuous instrumentals and roaring vocals adds a pensive, emotional 
touch to songs rife with intangible lyrics. 

Separate from his solo project Dawn, RY X experiments with electronic 
music production. Chillwave duo ODESZA recently featured him on their 
song “Corners of the Earth,” a serene lullaby about being swept away by 
love. Last year, Rihanna requested that he remix her single “Love On The 
Brain.” His version is haunting, with Rihanna’s bittersweet, Amy Wine- 
house-esque ballad transformed into a delicate and haunting track with a 
nearly amorphous structure.

Pickwick’s sophomore album Lovejoys has been four years in the making, but despite this lengthy hiatus, the devel- 

opment process for its latest release has been action packed. First, disagreements about the band’s musical vision led 
to the departure of producer and business manager Kory Kruckenberg. Consequetly, the band abandoned roughly 40 
songs it had written for the album and decided to start production from scratch. Pickwick hired a new producer, Erik 
Blood, and since then, it has pivoted in a different, funk-infused direction. 

“I tried a new writing style,” frontman Galen Disston says in an interview with east of 8th. “It was an exploration of 
my subconscious, which exposed some of my greatest fears. It was a mythical place that I’m forever searching.” Suffice 
to say, Pickwick succeeded in making its most recent project a divergence from its debut album, Can’t Talk Medicine. 

In both its instrumentality and lyrics, Lovejoys is anything but a formulaic duplication of the band’s first record. 
The rumbling basslines and steady drumming so characteristic of Can’t Talk Medicine have been replaced by guitar 
notes that ripple and stretch across songs. Other additions include digitally enhanced atmospheric noises, and vocals 
that meander through ambient instrumentals with chilled-out ease. Lyrics such as “Thought it was you / Now I don’t 
know what to do” and “Even I had left you by the end / You left me, too” correspond with Disston’s unaffected and 
nearly apathetic vocals, yet hint at the unspoken emotional pain lingering just beneath Lovejoy’s sleek exterior. Inte- 
grating modern synth influences with lyrics of repressed sentimentality, Pickwick’s second album delves into compli- 
cated subjects like terminated relationships while maintaining a polished, cool sound overall. Alexa Lee
